A plea for clemency for “Uncle 
Asa” Patterson, aged Georgia moun- 
taineer, who was recently arrested 
and sent to the state penitentiary 
after 45 years of freedom, following 
his escape from the Pickens county 
jail, was filed with the Georgia prison 
commission Thursday. 

“Tincle Asa” was convicted in 1881 
for the slaying of Bob Simmons and 
sentenced to life imprisonment, but 
escaped from jail before beginning to 
serve his term. He had lived ever 
since in the North Carolina moun- 
tains. where he married again after 
his first wife's death, and raised a 
family of ten children. His standing

ALL ABOUT THE VEINS. | 


The blood in the veins is red as it is 
in the arteries, though perkaps a dark- 
er red. The difference in shade is so 
slight that it is impossible to say 
from the color of the blood whether 
bleeding is from a vein or from an 
artery, ordinarily. If the blood spurts 
up with each heart beat that indi- 
cates that it is from an artery; bleed- 
ing from a vein is a steady flow. Be- 
lieve me, children, when one is oper- 
ating all blood is just red. 

The capacity of all the veins is 
two or three times greater than the 
capacity of all the arteries. Many 
arteries have two or more veins to 
take care of the return of blood. 

Veins have thinner walls than ar- 
teries, and their walls contain little 
or no muscle. Vein walls, unlike ar- 
tery walls, collapse when the pres- 
sure of the blood within them is not 
sustained. Veins are far less elastic 
than arteries. They are generally 
more superficial, nearer the surface 
and less supported and protected by 
muscles, bones and other structures 
than the arteries are. They play a 
passive role, merely conveyors for the

Sherman Reaches Atlanta. 

In June (1864) the contending ar- 
mies were facing each other above 
Marietta. Sherman’s line of commu- 
nication by rail with his sources of 
supply. in the north was open and free 
from any breaking attacks by the deci- 
mated Confederate forces. 

Johnston had need of every man 
he could procure to maintain his re-

Inspiration (taking in air) helps to 
draw blood through the veins toward 
the heart. Normal expiration (which 
means merely letting the air out of 
the chest) has no appreciable effect, 


‘but forced expiration, as in blowing 


wind instruments, tends to oppose the 
venous circulation; violent or pro- 
longed expiration commonly obstructs 
the return of blood so that veins in 
the neck and head may be seen stand- 
ing out. 

The large trunk .veins constiture a 
venous cistern holding normally about 
a piint of blood, shut off from the 
veins of the head and extremities by 
valves. During the intake of ‘air in 
normal breathing this blood is largely 
drawn from the abdomen up into the 
chest, because of the lowered pressure 
in the chest during inspiration. 
Through the effect of the valves, an 
inspiration also draws blood from the 
veins of the head down into the chest. 
The great vein trunk from the brain 
(internal jugular) has a very efficient 
valve where it empties into the in- 
nominate. vein near the heart; this 
valve closes the orifice and prevents 
backing up of blood into the head 
during straining or violent inspiration. 
The Creator wrought nobly here, for 
without the pair of strong valves to 
protect the brain from such congestion 
we should get dizzy whenever we made 
any violent effort.

Then began 
the enveloping movements by Sherman 
that meant the forced concentration 
of Johnston's army in the fortifiea- 
tions of Atlanta. Sherman's plan was 


ito clear the open country and set up 


a reducing siege of the city. In this 
his tactics were successful, being sud.- 
denly aided by the action of President 
Davis in summarily removing Gen- 
eral Johnston from command of the 
Confederate @rmy. General Hood was 
substituted because as the president 
explained, he was “a fighting man.” 
The Fabian policy of Johnston had 
exasperated the Confederate executive. 
Ile believed that Hood could and would 
beat Sherman in genera! engagements 
ind compel the federals to retrace 
their march irto the heart of the Con- 
tederacy. 

Iiventually the test of policy and 
power came on. Within a month aft- 
er the Kennesaw surrender Atlanta 
ras more than half-encircled by fed- 

forces, heavily recruited in num-

But on the other side, the removal. 
of Johnston and the substitution of 
Hood as Confederate commander put a 
new confidence in the heart of Sher- 
man. He had the measures of both 
men. He knew Hood had been called 
to make battle and would do jt. So 
he judged that his own best chance 
for victory was to force a decision be- 
fore Hool could develop a new and 
formidable plan of operation. Sher- 
man fired upon Atlanta only three 
days after Hood assumed command of | 


it. 

The fall of the first shell in the 
near center of the city, at the corner - 
of Ivy and Ellis streets, July 20, 
shocked the population as wonld a 
mighty meteor out of a clear heaven. 
This writer Was in his home only a 
block distant when the bomb struck 
and exploded, killing a iittle girl who 
was crossing the street with her par- 
ents. ‘The general excitement spread 
instantly and news of the startling 
event soon covered the city. Greatly 
excited crowds flocked to the scene 
and could not be dispersed by the 
warning that if the gun that sent in 
the shell kept its range others might 


fall in the same vicinity any minute, 


In fact, two other shells followed in 
during the afternoon. ‘The enemy 
gunuers were getting their ranges cal- 
culated and confirmed. 

After the first curiosity to learn 
how a shell acted and had been sat- 
isfied and the first sensation of dan- 
ger from such missiles passed, the’ peo- 
ple accepted them as of the day’s 
doings and rather enjoyed the thrills 
of watching for them and dodging 
their descents. The writer recalls how 
eagerly he and his boy chums would 
search the sky for the little “blue 
whorls” that would suddénly develop 
to tell that a shell was coming and 
would scurry to a bomb-proof if it 
was headed our way. 

The bombardment continued and 

grew in fierceness and destructiveness 
for 12 days preceding the fina] evac- 
uation of the city. Many residences, 
stores and institutions were ..strugk 
some of them as often as three, set 
eral times. Men, women and children 
were wounded and some were killed in- 
stantly while sleeping in their beds. 
The idea .of the enemy was to make 
the town too hot for occupation and 
force its wholesale abandonment. 
_ General Sherman's dictum that “war 
is Hell” has become historie because 
it is the truth; and few men who ever 
made war knew better how to create 
a hell tham Sherman himself.  In- 
deed, it can be claimed for him that 
he was the modern inventor of the 
“shrecklichkeit”—the policy of fright- 
fulness—that brought such _ world- 
wide odium upon the German author- 
ities in the world war. 

General Hood, after the bloody bat- 
tles on. Peachtree creek and the De- 
catur road, came to the conclusion 
that Atlanta could not be saved from 
siege and capitulation. He determin- 
ed to go around the federal beleagur- 
ers, threaten their communications in 
their rear and force them to «ctreat 
to the northward. By that decision 
he doomed the Confederacy.

Norway is a kingdom as large as 
England. Scotland and Ireland’ com- 
bined. The population is not quite se 
great as that of Chicago. 


Three-fourths of Norway is not 
fitted to the raising of crops, or even 
to the growth of trees. Much of the 
remainder is covered by forests. 

Many Norwegians make their liv- 
ing by cutting trees and selling the 
logs to sawmills. Norway exports a 
good deal of lumber. Paper made from 
wood is also shipped to other coun- 
tries. 


Fish and chemicals are important 
exports of Norway. 


There are more than 100,000 is- 
lands along the west coast of Norway. 
That coast is also famous for its 
‘“fiords’—long, narrow arms of the 
sea. The fiords are really “drowned 
rivers.” They have resulted from the 
sinking of coast land, so that the beds 


'of the former rivers are now far be- 
low sea level. Some fiords are as much 
as 100 miles long.
